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Nematodes or root louse on young fruit trees: 


I have one lousy cow, but when spring comes, she goes down among 
. the cedars and the lice disappear. 


A portion of young fruit-trees are either stunted in winter storage 
cellars, in transportation, or the roots are hit by sun or wind at 
planting time. And often they are planted too late in the spring and 
hit a dry time before much growth starts. 


These weak trees are easy prey for root louse. Now and then a 
poor type of soil will be in the hole. 


Use a good quality of black soil to pack around the roots. Hach 
tree should be hand hoed during May and June. Have your trees ar- 
rive in the fall and single them out in a deep trench and fill with 
earth. They should be in.a poe spot. ; ; 


_ Plant very early in the spring while it is eset and wet. The fast 
growing tree will not be affected by nematodes.

deling permits were issued at an 
estimated cost of $2,465. 

Remodeling venmits issued for 
1953 and 1954 totaled 18 at a 
combined estimated construction 
cost of $26,000. 

The happy financial outlook 
spread to construction of new 
retail business buildings -in the 
last two years. 


, In 1952, the city clerk’s re- 
cords show, only one new busi-. 
ness building permit was is- 
sued. That was for an estima- 
ted $3,500 construction pro- 
ject, 


In 1953 and 1954 there were 
five retail business building per- 
mits issued at a total estimated 
construction cost of $141,383.00 
These were for entirely new 
buildings, not remodeling jobs 

a 
IN 1950, 1951 and 1952 


(three years) the city clerk is- 
sued seven industrial construc- 


tion permits at a total estimated © 


construction cost of $62,000, 

This is compared to the four 
industrial construction permits 
issued in 1953 and 1954 which 
totaled $251,000.00. 


. These figures do not in- 


clude construction of a $200,- . 


000.00 municipal sewage dis- 
posal system nor a $16,000.00 
city dock, 


The records show that East 
Jordan is undergoing a “cons- 
truction fever.” For the past 12 
months there was no time but 
what at least one major con- 
struction project was under way. 

* * * 

AT PRESENT the State Bank 
of East Jordan is building a new 
$125,000.00 bank and East Jor- 
dan Iron Works is starting a 
$40,000.00 expansion. 

Total private East Jordan 
construction jumped from only 
$25,000.00 in 1952 to $290,000.- 
00 in 1953 and $251,338.00 in 
1954. To this figure you can add 
$216,000.00 for a eity construc- 
ted disposal plant and city dock. 

Thus about $750,000.00 or 
three quarters of a million dol- 
lars has been spent on construc- 


tion in East Jordan in the last 
two years. This is. compared to 
about $60,000.00° for the two 
previous years, 1951 and 1952. 


In the wake of the econo- 
mic change came a flurry ‘of 
real estate activity up and 
down Main street. 


In 1958 at least seven places 
of business changed hands. And 
in 1954 there was not a month 


_ went by: without a business chan- 


ging hands or a new retail busi- 
ness starting up. 
* * * 

IN 1952 there were seven em- 
pty business buildings in the re- 
tail section of the city. In Nov- 
ember alone of that year it was 
reported that.23 families had 
moved away to find employment. 

In 1953 and 1954 not one re- 
tail business folded up. Several 
have been added. 


Today, East Jordan is near- 
ing a stage where something 
will have to be done about the 
housing situation. 


New employment is attracting 
new residents. The new people 
want new homes or nearly new 
homes.
